White, and five shades of scarlet Berlin wool will be 
required, and No. 3 wood pins. 

With the white, cast on loosely eighty-three 
stitches, knitting three rows of the white, and 
two of each successive shade, with the exception 
of the darkest, of which knit five rows, then 
reverse back to the white, to correspond with the 
commencement, when the collar will be finished. 

Knit a plain row at the begining and finishing 
of the collar. — 

First Pattern Row . — ^Knit one; make one; 
and knit two together. Kepeat from w to the 
end of the row. 

Second Pattern Row . — wPurl one; make one ; 
purl two together. Kepeat from (b) to the end of 
the row. 

Repeat these two rows alternately until the collar 
is completed ; then cast off, having previously 
increased, and afterwards decreased, one stitch 
at the beginning and end of the following rows. 

Increase at the last row of white, first row 
of second shade, second of third shade, and first 
of fifth shade. 

Decrease first row of second shade from the 
darkest, second of third shade, first of fifth 
shade, and second of the white. 

In making up the collar fold each end 
separately on the wrong side, and sew them, 
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after which ton it, and lay the cast on and cast 
off sides together, and sew them slightly, taking 
care that the ribs fall exactly on each other. A 
yard and a quarter of satin ribbon will be 
required for the roll round the neck, finishing 
it with a bow in front. 

N.B. Be careful to Imit or purl (whichever row it may 
he) the made stitches separately. 


A VERY PRETTY CUFF, T© MATCH. 


The same pins and shades of wool as used for the Collar. 

With white, cast on twenty-seven stitches, 
and alternately knit and purl, (in the same 
pattern as the collar,) three rows of white, two 
of each of the four lightest shades, and five of 
the darkest ; reverse back to the white, and cast 
off. Knit the first and last rows plain. Lay 
the two ends together, and join them on the 
wrong side, leaving the part that is white open 
at each end. Now fold the cast on and cast off 
sides together, and with white wool neatly 
join them. Kun a narrow scarlet satin ribbon 
in and out close to the cast off edge, and fasten 
at each end to the size of the wrist ; make a bow 
with ribbon double the width of that run in, and 
sew it on the edge, and in the centre of the cuff'. 
Sew on a pearl button at the opening, crochet a 
chain of ten stitches, and sew it on the opposite 
side for a loop.

Worked in plain double crocket, with eight-thread chine 
wool. 


Make a chain of seventy-eight loops, join the 
ends, and work twenty-four rounds in plain 
doable crochet ; but instead of working the List 
stitch of the twenty-fourth row, make two chain 
stitches, cut off the wool and run the end in at 
the back, which graduates the termination of 
the row. For the piece to fold over the top : — 
miss the stitch that was left unworked in the 
last round, commence on the next, and crochet a 
row of thirty-nine stitches, draw the end 
through the last loop, and leave about an inch 
of the wool, which must be worked over in the 
next row ; the same to be observed in com- 
mencing the rows. Continue to work in plain 
double crochet, decreasing two at each end 
of every row until you have only seven 
stitches, then crochet two more rows, decreasing 
only one at each end, which brings it to three 
stitches ; run the end in, and crochet up the 
bottom of the bag, line it with glazed calico, and 
trim it with cord to match, crochet ' a strong 
loop on the point, and sew on a button. , 


Tliis bag must be worked with a full-sized crocket 
hook.

(QUITE A NEW DESIGN.) 


Three steel meshes, Nos. 11, 12 , and 18; two hone meshes, 
one the width of mark *— — and another the 
width of mark — — — - seven shades of eight-thread pink 
Berlin wool : a half onnce skein of eight-thread white Berlin, 
some shaded pink cord, and two silk buttons to match, will 
be required. 

On a round foundation of sixty stitches, with 
the narrow bone mesh and white wool, net six 
plain rows ; then net one row (same mesh and 
wool), increasing one in every stitch, making 
altogether one hundred and forty stitches. 
Now take mesh No. 12, and the lightest shade 
of pink, netting two rows of each shade to the 
darkest. At the end of the dark row take 
No. 11 mesh, and reverse back to the lightest ; 
you will then perceive you have twenty-six 
narrow rows. 

Before commencing the brim of the hat, 
it will be necessary to turn the netting inside 
out, so that the joins of the brim may be on 
the contrary side to that of the head part. It 
will have to be folded; consequently, if that 
was not done the joins would appear on the 
light side. 

FOR THE BRIM. 


Of each of the two darkest shades, net two 
rows with the narrow bone mesh; but of the

five remaining shades, only net one row of each. 
Now join on the white wool, and net nine rows 
to correspond with the nine shaded, after which 
take No. 18 mesh, and with the third lightest 
net four rows. 

FOR THE ROSETTE. 

Take the widest bone mesh, and with the 
third lightest shade net two hundred and six- 
teen stitches, then with mesh No. 12, net two 
other rows in white ; take a piece of muslin, cut 
it round, and make up the rosette, drawing the 
wide pink stitches together. To make up the 
hat, cut it off the foundation, draw it together, 
and sew one of the buttons on; then take a piece 
of wire ribbon, cover it with silk to match the 
dark pink, join it round, and sew it on the 
wrong side, and on the darkest shade of the 
part netted with the narrow bone mesh ; then 
turn the white part of the brim over the wire 
ribbon, the four narrow rows confining it to its 
place, but it will still be necessary to sew it 
slightly round. It should have a silk head-lining 
made to draw in at the top. Sew the shaded 
cord round the hat, and over the stitches caused 
by sewing in the head-lining ; loop up the hat in 
front, or rather a little to the left side, and sew 
the rosette on, also loop it up at the back with 
a piece of cord and the remaining button. Sew 
on a pah of sarcenet strings. 




MISS TERRY S RECEIPT BOOK. 


A VERY PRETTY OPEN WORK SHOE, 

FOR AN INFANT. 


Hour skeins of pink, and four of "white fine Berlin wool 
will he required. 


With tlie pink wool make a chain of eight 
stitches, and work one row in plain double 
crochet, increasing one at each end, and one 
in the middle. 

Second Row . — With white wool, work in 
single open crochet, increasing one at each 
end. 

Third Row . — With pink wool in plain double 
crochet, increasing one at each end, and one in 
the middle. Repeat these second and third rows 
until you have four white and four pink stripes, 
when (from increasing) you ought to have 
twenty-eight stitches across ; now with pink 
work one plain row in double crochet, which 
finishes the instep. For the side crochet ten 
stitches in the same manner as the toe, but 
without increasing until you can count nine 
pink and ten white rows from the beginning of 
the side, sew to the other end of the instep. 
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FOR TRIMM1NC ROUND THE TOP OF THE SHOE. 

With pink wool make a chain of forty-three 
loops, and work one row in plain double crochet, 
tie on white and make ty three chain stitches, 
then one double crochet stitch ; take both loops 
of the pink, missing one stitch of the last row. 
Itepeat from w all round the pink which forms 
the trimming. 

FOR THE ROSETTE. 

Make a chain of ten stitches in pink, tie on 
white, work the same as for the trimming, but 
only on one side of the chain, and draw up the 
pink edge into the form of a rosette or button. 

FOR THE STRAP ROUND THE ANKLE. 

Make a chain of thirty-eight loops, then tie 
on white; and to form the button-hole, work into 
the eighth stitch of the pink chain, continue all 
round in plain double crochet, and sew a pearl 
button on the end. The shoe should be lined 
with pink silk, and the sole must be cut out in 
soft leather, and sewn on the wrong side to the 
crochet shoe ; then take the trimming, and 
strongly tack it round the top of the sides and 
instep of the shoe, sewing the rosette in the 
centre, and fasten the strap on at the back. 


The ahove shoe looks very pretty with a rosette of 
rihhon, and sandals to match the lining. 



DEIIMEi'PS SMIPIPtm, 


KNITTED IN RIBS. 


"White, and a light shade of blue single Berlin wool, and 
two pair of hone pins, Nos. 8 and 12, will he required. 


With blue wool, and No. 12 pins, cast on 
eight stitches, and knit in ribs alternately, two 
rows purled and two knitted : — 

First Bow. — (After casting on the eight 
stitches) knit plain. 

Second Bozo. — Enit, increasing one at each 
end, (by inserting the needle in only half of the 
first stitch, and knit it off; then knit the other 
half, which of course increases one : the same to 
be observed throughout the shoe, whenever it 
is necessary to knit two stitches in one,) continue 
to increase in every third row, until you have 
twenty-eight stitches on your needle ; then cast 
off very loosely all but ten, and proceed with 
the side in the same manner as you worked the 
instep, (but without increasing) until you can 
count sixteen ribs, then sew it to the other side, 
which forms the upper part of the shoe. 
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FOR THE RUCHE. 

With No. 8 pins and the white wool used 
double, east on two stitches, bring the wool in 
front, and knit two together ; (knit very loosely). 
Proceed in this way until you have sufficient to 
go round the shoe ; sew it on, and add a middle 
sized pearl button as a finish on the instep. 

FOR THE STRAP. 

With No. 12 pins, and blue wool, cast on 
forty stitches, and knit one plain row ; nest row 
knit as the preceding to within four stitches of the 
end, then pass the wool twice round the pin, and 
knit three stitches together ; knit the last. In 
the return row, knit three ; purl one ; and knit 
the rest plain; this forms the button-hole. Now 
cast off, pick up the stitches on the other side, 
also at the ends, and work round as though you 
were casting off, which gives it a more finished 
appearance, run a thread round the button hole, 
and sew it over to prevent its being too elastic. 


The single Berlin wool used double is preferable to the 
eight thread for the Ruche, as-it sets fuller. 





SIMPLE BUT PRETTY LITTLE NETTED MAT. 


In six shades of scarlet, two of bright green, and white 
Berlin wool. 

A No. 10 bone mesh will be required, also a flat one the 
width of mark 


On a round foundation of thirty loops, with 
the darkest shade of green, and No. 10 mesh, 
net one plain round ; repeat with next shade of 
green, also with white, and the same with each 
successive shade of scarlet, commencing with the 
darkest ; when that is done take the flat mesh, 
and with white wool net four stitches in every 
loop to form a fringe. 

Net another round to correspond with this, 
hut make it one row deeper, by netting two 
rounds of the darkest shade of green, then with 
green wool draw them up separately in the 
middle, lay the smallest over the last netted, and 
catch them together at each quarter.

FOR THE CENTRE. 

On a foundation of thirty stitches, with 
No. 11 mesh, net six rows with the darkest 
shade, and two rows in each successive one to 
the lighest ; then reverse back to the darkest, 
which forms a square. 

To complete this mat, sixteen shells must be 
netted, and sewn on to the centre ; twelve small 
ones for the sides, and four larger for the 
corners. 

FOR THE SMALL SHELLS. 

Use a piece of strong, but fine thread, for a 
stirrup, and net the shells on it in the following 
manner : — With white wool, and the bone mesh, 
net eighteen stitches, then with No. 12 mesh 
net four rows ; first row with the third lightest 
shade, second and third with the two lighter, and 
the fourth row with wdiite. This completes one 
of the shells, twelve of which must be netted. 
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FOR EACH OF THE FOUR LARGE 
SHELLS. 

Net twenty-two stitches with white wool, and 
the bone mesh, proceed in the same way as for 
the small ones, draw up the shells with white 
wool by passing a needle (threaded with the 
same) through each wide loop, taking care to 
hold the wrong side (on which the white knots 
are perceptible) to you. Now commence sewing 
them on to the centre in the following manner : — - 
lay the edge of one of the small shells to the 
edge of the centre, placing the right side out, 
as this is to lay on the square ; hold them 
together with your left hand, while you take a 
large one, and place the middle of it to the 
corner of the centre (over the small one), laying 
the wrong side out, then with white wool sew 
these two shells and the centre together ; com- 
mence at the corner and continue as far as the 
end of the larger one, which must meet the 
middle of the small shell ; take another, same 
size as before, and lay the wrong side out, half 
of it being placed on the shell that is to lay over 
the centre, and sew this half; now another small 
shell, which must be placed same as the first, 
right side out, but under the half of the last. 
When they are sewn you must take a large shell, 
and sew it on to correspond with the other 
corner : continue in this manner all round. 
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Those that were placed with the wrong side out 
must he turned back to form the outer square. 
This mat must be pressed a little, or the shells 
will not lay flat ; but if too great a weight is 
placed on it, the wool loses it fulness. 

Many may suppose that unless the shells are netted on 
a foundation they will not assume their proper form, and 
that the wide stitches will be uneven, hut (from experience) 
I have found to the contrary ; it takes about half the time 
as when netted on a foundation, all the knots having to be 
picked from the shells. 


A NOVEL AND VERY PRETTY CROCHET 
PEN-WIPER. 


Two skeins of black *Berlin wool, a small quantity of 
shaded green, and also some shaded pink-will be required. 

With black make a chain of sis loops, unite 
the ends, and work a round in plain double 
crochet, increasing in every stitch of the first 
and second rows, by working two stitches in one 
loop. Third and fourth rows increase in every 
other stitch, fifth row in every third, and so on 
sufficiently to keep it flat until it is rather more 
than two inches and a half in diameter. Now 
commence the shaded pink centre, working in 
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tie following manner : — hold the right side of 
the round to you, also keep the pink wool in 
front, draw the end of it through the back about 
two-thirds of an inch from the edge, or I may 
say on the fourth row from the same, and sew it 
down; work one double crochet stitch, then three 
chain stitches, one double crochet stitch, missing 
a stitch of the round ; again three chain stitches, 
one double crochet stitch, missing one, and so 
on for this round, until within two stitches of 
the end, then make the next double crochet 
stitcli in the inner row of the round, and so 
continue working in this manner until the space 
is filled up, which forms a rose or rosette. Draw 
the wool to the back, and fasten off. 

Now join on the green at the edge of the 
pen-wiper, and work one double crochet stitch, 
three chain stitches, and so on (same as for the 
centre) all round, and fasten off at the back, 
then work round again in the same manner, but 
on the inner row of the black, which finishes the 
top of the pen-wiper. Dor the back crochet a 
plain round in black, same size as the top, cut 
some rounds' of black glazed calico, to place 
and sew them together.
